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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding refusal to give weight to the "whereby" 
clause added to independent claims 1 and 9, Applicants argued that the "whereby" clause "clearly brings into focus the condition that is 
material to patentability and cannot be ignored in order to change the substance of the invention". This argument is not persuasive 
because Applicants failed to specifically and distinctly point out how "whereby" clause changes the substance of the claimed invention to 
the extent that the condition expressed by the "whereby" clause is more than a simple expression of the intended result of process steps 
(steps of identifying, requesting, and provisioning) positively recited. 

Applicants are advised to amend independent claims 1 and 9 in a way that would require the condition, currently specified by the 
"whereby" clause, be given a patentable weight. 

In response to Applicants' argument that the reference (Law) fails to show certain features of applicants' invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which Applicants rely (see page 2 of Remarks, wherein, among other features, Applicants argued that: "the multi PDP 
management of resources according to the invention also provides multi PDP management of resources on a single PEP by means of 
PDP virtualisation. This eliminates the need to negotiate and transfer policies between PEPs. The PEP also retains control over the 
allocation of its resources to different service instances thus alleviating the need for the PDP to choose a specific resource. Not so with 
Law") are not recited in the independent claims 1 and 9. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993), 
Applicants are advised to amend the independent claims 1 and 9 to provide a lacking specificity pertaining to argued features of 
applicants' invention. 

In response to Applicants' argument that: "in the hierarchcal system of Law, there is no decoupling of policy management from the 
management of policy-enabled resources", it is noted that applicants' arguments are not persuasive because they amount to a general 
allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably 
distinguishes them from the references. In particular. Applicants' argument lacks the specificity that would clearly establish patentable 
difference between "a hierarchical system to coordinate and enforce various policy rules" (par. [0057] in Law) and Applicants' invention. 
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
